“It I» undoubtedly true that when-
ever, during the wur, extraordinary
powers were fittingly exercised and
puvernmental conlrol was assumed for
war purposss, the readjustment to
conditions of peace must of course be
effected  gradually and with the elr-
cumspection essentinl to the protec-
tion of all the public and private in-
terests involved.
